No. 1P&FC 12(10)/68. — The International Sym- 
posium on Industnal Development convened by the 
United Nations Industrial Development Organisation 
in Ethens during November-December, 1967, at which 
India was represented, unanimously adopted the fol- 
lowing recommendation on the establishment ol 
National Committees . 

“Recommendation on the establishment of 
National Committees for UNIDO. 

It is recommended that Member States con- 
sider the establishment ol National Committees 
for UNIDO composed of representatives of Go- 
vernment depaitments and agencies as well as 
repiesentatives of academic and research insti 
tutions and public and private industrial and 
business establishments concerned with indus- 
trialisation. The National Committees would 
serve in an advisory capacity to the governments 
and to the member institutions in regard to all 
questions lelated to the activities of UNIDO. 
Membei States might assign the iiuictions of 
National Committees to already existing organi- 
sations m their countries with any additional 
mandate as may be appropriate to enable them to 
perform their functions in an adequate manner.” 

2. In pursuance of this recommendation, it has been 
decided to set up an Indian National Committee as 
iollows : —

(b) The Committee shall be attached to 
the Ministry of Industrial Development and 
Company Affairs which shall provide its Sec- 
retariat.

SunJECi : — Reconstitution of the Taraqui-e-Urdu 
Board 

No. F.15-46/73-L.L. — 1. The Taraqui-e-Urdu 
Board was set up as a Central Board in 1969 by 
Government Resolution No. F.6-41/69-IL.II. The 
Board has been functioning now for more than four 
years. In the light of the experience gained, and with 
a view to streamlining arrangements for obtaining 
export advice, the Government, in supersession of 
the Resolution mentioned above, do hereby reconsti- 
tute the Taraqui-e-Urdu Board into a Standing Central 
advisory board. The Board will continue to be 
called the Taraqui-e-Urdu Board. 

2. Objectives . — Since economic or social progress 
require that knowledge in the modern sense of the 
term be made available to people in the language 
they speak at home, the Board would be required 
to advise Government on the best manner of making 
available in Urdu, to the Urdu-knowing public, know- 
ledge of scientific and technological matters as well as 
knowledge of ideas evolved in the modern context 

The Board will, inter alia, include among its mem- 
bers eminent Urdu knowing scholars. Advantage of 
their presence on the Board will be taken by Govern- 
ment to obtain the Board advice on such educational 
matters as may be referred to it. 

3. Functions. — The functions of the Board will 
be : — 

(a) to advise Government on : 

(i) production of academic literature as 
well as other types of literature in 
Urdu, including books on science and 
other branches of modern knowledge, 
children’s literature, reference works, 
encyclopaedias, basic texts, etc.; and 

(ii) such educational matters, concerning the 
promotion of Urdu, as may be referred 
to it; and 

(b) to undertake such other functions for the 
promotion of Urdu as may be assigned to 
it by Government from time to time. 

4. Composition .— The Taraqui-e-Urdu. Board shall 
consist of the following : 

(1) Chairman 

(2) Vice-Chairman 

13) Twelve Urdu-knowing persons, eminent in 
different branches of knowledge. 

14) Chairman, Standing Commission for Scienti- 
fic and Technical Terminology. 

(5) Secretary, University Grants Commission. 
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(6) Secretary, Council of Scientific & Industrial 
Research. 

(7) Member-Secretary. 

The Chairman shall be appointed by the Govern- 
ment ordinarily for a term of two years, on a whole 
time or part-time basis, or in an honorary capacity, as 
Government may consider necessary. 

The Vice-Chairman and the members of the Board 
shall also be nominated by the Government for a term 
of two years, 

The Chairman, Standing Commission for Scientific 
and Technical Terminology, the Secretary, University 7 
Grants Commission, and the Secretary, Council of 
Scientific & Industrial Research will be members of 
the Board ex-officio. 

The Joint Secretary in the Ministry of Education 
& Social Welfare in charge of die Languages Division 
will be the Member-Secretary of the Board ex-officio. 

If a vacancy ’arises on the Board due to resignation, 
death, etc., of a member of the Board, the member 
appointed in that vacancy shall hold office for the 
residual period of the tenure of two years. 

5. Meetings. — The Board shall meet not less than 
once in a year. Meetings may, however, be convened 
at any time as may be deemed necessary. 

6. Secretariat. — 1 The Bureau for Promotion of Urdu 
shall function as the secretariat of the Board. 

7. Subject Panels /Working Group f Subcommit- 
tees. — The Board shall have powers to constitute 
Subject Panels, Working Groups/Sub-Committees, as 
necessary, in connection with the discharge of its 
functions, 

8. Standing Committee . — The Board may, by reso- 
lutton. constitute a Standing Committee, headed by 
the Chairman of the Board, with a view to expeditious 
discharc of its function. The members of the 
Standing Committee shall be drawn from among the 
members of the Board. However, the Board and the 
Committee shall have the power to coopt to the latter 
experts to fulfil specific needs. 

The Standing Committee will meet as often as may 
be specified by the Board.
